VALIDITY OF 
BUILDING PERMIT 
QUESTIONED 


Public discussion of the propos- 
ed construction of a permanent }/ 
building to house citrus fruit 
workers featured last  night’s 
meeting of the Upland city coun- 
cil with the validity of a build- 
ing permit recently issued ye 
questioned. 

The Upland Lemon Growers as- 
sociation, which is preparing to 
erect the structures on Campus 
avenue near Fourteenth street, 
recently obtained a permit for 
$15,000, but this. permit will be 
revoked “if in fact there was non- 
compliance with the law’’. 

Issuance of the permit without 
plans being presented is not in 








Upland’s Fifth War Bond

Interest 


In Election Far 
Above State Average 


* 
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The interest of the citizens 
of Upland in election, is far 
above the average of the state. 
This information was compiled 
this week with the statement 
from the office of Secretary of 
State Frank Jordon, that 55.91 
percent of the registered vote 
in the state was cast at the 
May primaries. This was the 
highest percentage in 20 years. 

The above figures compared 
with 68 percent in Upland. Rec- 
ords show that for the May 
primaries 2597 Upland voters 
were eligible to exercise this 
privilege as citizens. Of this 
number 1780 actually ‘cast votes. 
This number was divided 1126 
by Republicans with 653 Demo- 
crats. 

The race for United States 
Senator attracted the most in- 
terest, with the Democrats poll- 
ing 931,630 votes and the Re- 
publicans 718,010. Los An- 
geles cast the largest county 
vote with 682,220, with San 
Francisco second with 224,402, 
and Alameda county was third 
with 152,146.

Mrs. John T. Hutchinson of 635 
North Euclid has received a short 
letter from her husband, Lt. Hut- 
chinson, a pilot of a B-29 on the 
recent raid on Japanese home- 
land. The welcome message did 
not contain any detailed inform- 
ation, and wag as follows: 

“You and the rest of the 
wives of the crew can be 
happy now.” 

It is known that Lt. Hutchin- \ 
son was a pilot on a B-29, and a 
short time before the “historic 
raid” wrote his wife to the effect 
that he was unable to tell what 
he was doing, but that she would | 
be able to read about it soon. In 
a later letter he commented “it | 
won't be long now”. A few days 
later the papers were filled with 
stories regarding the raid on Jap- 
an by @ group of B-29 bombers.
